The Graf Zeppelin completed 
20,000-mile flight around the 
in 21 days 7 hours and 34 minutes 
elapsed time, beating the record of 
John Henry Mears and C. B. 
Collyer, who went around the world 
last year in 23 days 15 hours and 
-l minutes, using planes over land 


and ships across the Atlantic and 


Pacifie. 
Actual flying time of the Graf was 
li days 23 hours and 14 minutes, 


beating the time of 15 days and 6 
hours made by the United States 
army world fliers in 1924, the only 
other flight ever made around the 
world by any sort of aircraft. The 
elapsed time of the army fliers was 
145 days. 

The passengers on the world flight 


were taken to New York in a special | 
train before they had a chance to tell | 


much of their experiences and they 
were bound anyway by the terms of a 


this enough was learned to afford a 
clear picture of the vicissitudes of the 
journey. 

Ride Tail of Typhoon. 


Lieutenant J. C. Richardson, United 
States navy observer on the flight, 
told of riding the tail of a typhoon 
near ‘Tokyo, during which the great 
ship would drop and jump 500 feet 
at a time. But the hardest going 
of all, he said, was over the Ameri- 
can Rockies, where the air was rough- 
er than anywhere over the Siberian 
wastes or the expanses of the At- 
lantac or Pacific. 

Lieutenant Commander Charles FE. 
Rosendahl, chief of American dirigi- 
bles, who was another passenger on 
the world cruise, also spoke of thrills 
but when he was asked to describe 
them reminded his questioners of the 
restriction of the news contract. 

All were loud in praise of the 
Graf's achievement and made light 
of such mishaps as were encountered. 
The first of these was the breaking 
of struts on the ground and the only 
other was while having difficulty 
gaining altitude in leaving Los An- 
geles for Lakehurst. 

The Graf came in 
crumpled rudder and officials ex- 
plained this by saving that the rear 
of the ship had bumped the ground 
in getting away from the Califernia 
city. They said it had nothing to do 
with high tension wires which men- 
aced the hydrogen-filled  dirigible. 
There seemed to be some differenc: 
of opinion about these wires, Dr. 
Eeckener speaking of “getting loose” 
from the wires and Lieutenant Rich- 
ardson saving that the ship did not 
actually touch them. 

When asked how close to touching 
them the Graf came, however, the 
naval observer grinned and said, 
“Well let some one else answer that.” 

Seven members of the crew of the 
dirigible got to this terminal of the

behind their ship. They were “put

Germany Makes Sacrifice. 


It was pointed out that Germany 
probably has made the greatest fi- 
nancial sacrifices and may meet the 
most bitter opposition at home. It 
was believed in some quarters that 
Ir. Stresemann, due to his ill health 
as well as the certainty of the im- 
pending campaign against him, may 
resign. - Germany paid rather heavily 
for evacuation, but gained by saving 
the Young plan, with smaller pay- 
ments than in the past. 

The efforts to restore the European 
harmony, which Snowden’s _ brittle 
manner and determined demands en- 
dangered, will be continued at Ge- 
neva, where the League of Nations 
assembly meets next week. Briand 
leaves tomorrow for Geneva and Ar- 
thur Henderson, British foreign see- 
retary, will return to London at the 
same time, 

The agreement on Rhineland evac- 
uation stipulates that complete evac- 
uation must be effected within eight 
months after the French and German. 
parliaments ratify the Young plan 
and the French chamber ratifies the 
date for Rhineland evacuation—not 
to be later than June 30. The idea 
of a special control commission to 
watch over the evacuated Rhine yal- 
ley was abandoned, 

British, French and Belgians 
agreed to complete evacuation of the 
zone within’ three months 
after the start, probably mid-Septem- 
ber. France undertakes to - start 
evacuation of the third zone immedi- 
ately after parliament ratifies the 
date and to proceed as rapidly as 
permit, with the possibil- 
ity that the last French soldier will 
leave German soil before June 30. 

British and Belgian troeps, which 
will start evacuation immediately. 
will be out of the Rhineland within 
three months.

Gustav Kauder, Berlin journalist, 
declared that the scene along. the 
Chicago lakefront with throngs mass- 
ed on Michigan boulevard as the Graf 
passed over Chicago Wednesday eve- 
ning was the most striking picture of 
the entire journey, and several] coun- 
trymen, less facile speakers of Eng- 
lish, chimed in with “ja! ja!” 

Richardson Likes Faralones.

almost uniform decisions of federal 
and state courts, that a state has a 
perfect freedom to levy taxes upon 
incomes, unless its own constitution 
expressly prohibitts its doing so. 

The constitution of Georgia contains 
no such prohibition. On the contrary, 
it expressly nar.es the subjects which 
shall or may be exempted from taxa- 
tion. 

There is no specification in the con- 
stitution that incomes, gross or net, 
shall be taxed. Neither is there any 
specification that occupations, or law- 
yers, or beauty parlors, or dance halls, 
or motor busses, or gasoline, or a bun- 
dred other such subjects shall be taxed. 
or shall not be taxed. 

Besides, the supreme court of Geor- 
gia long ago decided that income is 
not property, and its definitions of 
property and income are classic in the 
federal and state courts of the Union. 


Incomes obviously are not subject to 
ad valorem taxation: nor to the rule 
of uniformity further than that the 


is “net incomes.” 

And there is in the act no sem- 
blance of delegation to the federal gov- 
ernment of the determination of our 
tax system. Our net income tax will 
be levied upon previously ascertained 
and recorded facts, reported to the 
state by the taxpayer himself under 
oath, We no more give any of our 
system away to congress than we do 
in making our legal tender law corre- 
spond with that of the federal acts. 
There is no other dependence upon fed- 
eral facts than a rule to assess the 
Georgia tax at one-third that paid to 
the federal government as acknowl- 
edged by the taxpayers.

On the known records of 1928 we 
can expect the net income tax to bring 
in surely over $4,000,000. It will 
produce more if the net incomes of the 
taxpavers increase from year to year, 
or vice versa. 

The gross sales income tax is an 
involved and uncertain method of get- 
ting revenue and its total effect must 
await the revelations that follow upon 
its actual operations. 


For example, the gross incomes of 
all corporations in Georgia, including 
those that had net incomes and those 
that had none, were $1,178,189,732, 
in one federal report. They are 
corporations engaged in manifolc. busi- 
nesses and it will certainly puzzle a 
large force of expert actuaries to seg- 
regate them and determine the amount 
of the taxes due from each of them. 

And then the $30,000 exemption 
from the gross sales of any business 
will let about 75 per cent of the re- 
tailers of the state get by tax free. 

So that, looking upon the tax lay 
out as the legislature left it, the peo- 
ple of the state and their tax officials 
are as muddled as that notorious Ala- 
bama congressman who demanded of 
the speaker of the house: “Mr. 
Speaker, where are we at?”

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LUNG COMPLICATIONS FOL- 
LOWING OPERATIONS. 

One in every 50 patients operated 
upon (for all conditions) develops 
sume lung complication following the 
operation, and of every three patients 
with such complications one dies, no 
matter which anesthetic has been used 
and no matter how ekilfully it has 
been administered. 

Chloroform was formerly considered 
the safest anesthetic for general oper- 
ations. Later ether became more pop- 


‘ular and many doctors deemed it safer 


than choloroform. Most _sisrecently 


+nitrous oxid (laughing gas) and oxy- 


gen anethesia has gained the ascend- 
ney and is perhaps today the anes- 
thetic of choice for most operations. 
It does not seem to be a question of 
much importance which anesthetic 


i shall be used for a given operation, so 
‘far as the patient’s safety is concern- 
‘ed; it is rather a question of conven- 


ience, individual preferences or preju- 
dices, and special “indications” or re- 
quirements or obstacles in the given 
case. But this post-operative pulmo- 
nary complication is a danger to be 
guarded against in every case. 

“Ether pneumonia” is one of the 
old time names for it, but it is usual- 
ly not pneumonia, and it is as liable 
to occur when any other anesthetic 
has been used, so we gant dismiss it 
like that.

course of the operation, has “predis- 
posed” the patient to “pneumonia,” 
but this is purely a medical delusion 
without the slightest scientifie basis. 
The patient should and must be kept 
warm throughout the operation, but 
this may be done by the application of 
warmth to the patient's body in proper 
ways, and not by keeping the operat- 
ing room insufferably overheated. ‘The 
re‘son why the patient must be kept 
warm is to prevent shock, not to pre- 
vent pneumonia. The reason why the 
atmosphere in the operating room 
should be kept at a hygienic tempera- 
ture is that overheating of the air 
probably does predispose the victim to 
collapse of the lung. 

Collapse of the lung is medically 
called “atelectasis.” In some newborn 
infants that have not yet breathed 
vigorously there is atelectasis. Atelec- 
tasis is probably the usual post-opera- 
tive pulmonary complication. It is 
purely a mechanical condition. It is 
a weakness, if you will, akin to that 


of the unexpanded portions of the 
lungs of the newborn infant. It is 
also akin to the condition of the lungs 
in cases of drowning. 

We spank the newborn infant to 
make it ery and expand the lungs. We 
administer prone pressure to the vic- 
tim of submersion. We administer 5 
‘er cent, carbon dioxid and oxygen or 
air, by means of the inhalator or gas 
bag applied while prone pressure is be- 
ing given, because carbon dioxid gas 
is the natural stimulant to breathing. 

The post-operative patient should he 
encouraged or made to cough. The 
patient must practice belly breathing 
no matter whether the operation is 
abdominal. The patient should lie 
on one side or another, with the af- 
fected side uppermost where collapse 
is already recognized. Carbon dioxid 
and oxygen inhalations will help pre- 
vent the complications.

Is there any harm in shampoo- 
ing your hair three times in two 
weeks? , My hair is light and fine 
and starts to get oily only a few 
days after a shampoo. (Tillie.) 
Answer.—No. Shampoo as often as 

vou wish and whenever you wish. 
Perhaps some simple remedy for the 
excessive oiliness (seborrhea) would 
be more effective than shampooing. 
One good one is a daily application of 
a few drops of resorcin solution to the 
scalp, rubbing it im with the tips of 
the fingers. Prepare the solution by 
dissolving ten grains (10 grains) of 
resorcin in one ounce of any toilet 
water, witchhazel extract or bay rum. 
If this tends to make the hair too dry, 
add a drop or two of castor oil to 
each ounce of the lotion. Resorcin 
has one drawback—it may temporarily 
stain very blond or gray hair y®llow- 


ish red.

“From the time immemorial, it has 
been the custom that all requests for 
money should pass first through the 
finance committee-for approval or dis- 
approval. 

Appropriations Rushed. 

“To my utter astonishment last 
week, opportunity was taken imme- 
diately after my departure from coun- 
cil meeting on an urgent business call, 
to rush through appropriations ag- 
gregating nearly $40,000 for demands 
which, however good, were not sub- 
mitted to the finance committee and 
not considered in the adjustment vf 
our finance sheet. 

“You can readily understand if at 
the end of the year the city is in- 
volved in debt, I, as chairman of the 
finance committee, will, more than 
anyone else, be held responsible. I 
can not afford to place myself in that 

sition. 

“If council is to over-ride balance 
sheets and rush appropriations 
through without having them first 
submitted to the finance committee 
for its careful consideration in con- 
nection with the city’s ability to pay 
them, some other chairman than 
must assume the responsibility. 

“If that policy is to be pursued, 
I will continue as ua member of coun- 
cil until the end of my term, doing 
my best to help you make a success 
of your administration, but you will, 
I am sure, upon reflection, agree with 
me that it would not be just to me 
to continue service as chairman of 
the finance committee if it is to he 
robbed of a function which it. has 
exercised for all these years. 

“Tf I am assured by you that the

fore action, I will be glad to with- 
draw my resignation and to continue

| Jury bomb fused with six indictments 
sputtered in criminal court today, the 
state's attorney’s answer to the Chi- 
cago “bomb: trust.” 

State’s Attorney John A, Swanson, 
himself a victim of a bomb just prior 
to his election, ordered the arrest 


yesterday of six men who he charges 
are leaders in the “trust” and whom 
he holds responsible for many of the 
acts of violence against persons and 
property in recent months. 


Those named in the biiis which 
were te be returned before Chief-Jus- 
tice Sullivan were: 

James Belcasro, designated as head 
of the gang, and one of those ques- 
tioned in connection with the pri- 
mary election day slaying of the 
negro lawyer, Octavius Granady, April 
10, 1928; Angelo Lucci, recently ac- 
quitted on a murder charge: Mike 
Casselli; Stephen Fricke; the latter's 
14-year- -old son, Vito; and Gus Fiocca. 

An undercover man for the state's 
attorney won the confidence of mem- 
bers of the gang and is reputed to 
have purchased two bombs from them, 
It was largely on the strength of 
these ptirchases that the charges of 
unlawful possession ‘and sale of ex- 
plosives against the six men were 


made. The penalty for persons con- 
victed oy this charge is imprisonment 
from five to 25 years. 

Two other charges of bombings 
were made yesterday, Nathan Vehon 
and Harlan Brown being held to the 
grand jury following allegations made 
by Brown. 

He said Vehon had engineered the 
bombing of the home of his (Vehon’s) 
brother-in-law, Philip Bloom, after the 
two had quarreled over division of 
profits in the silk business which they 
operated in partnership. The actual 
bomber, Brown said. was William 
Miller, who has not been arrested,

CAN RETIRE ON Ble PAY 


Holmes, Van Devanter and 
Brandeis Can Quit at 
$20,000 a Year. 


Washington, August  29.—A@)— 
Young men who aspire to quick wealth 
so they may retire at an early age 
and enjoy the fruits of their labors 
may obtain a lesson in service from 
three men on the government pay roll, 
all over 70 years of age, who need 
only to say the word to be retired 
at their present salaries of $20,000 a 
year. 

The three are Associate Justices 
Holmes, Van Devanter and Brandeis 


‘of the United States supreme court. 


Holding appointments for life, appar- 
ently all intend to die in harness, so 
absorbed are they in the work of the 
nation’s highest bench, for there is no 
indication that any of them is even 
considering retirement from his fre- 
quently arduous position. 

Chief Justice Taft passed his 70th 
birthday nearly two years ago, but 
fails by reason of anether restriction 
to qualify for full pay retirement. 
Ten years continuous service as a 
federal judge is required preceding 
the -seventieth birthday, so the head 
of the bench will not be-eligible until 
July 7, 1931, the tenth anniversary 
of his appointment. 

Every chief justice since John Mar- 
shall to Taft has died in office, prov- 
ing their appreciation of the position, 
and of these only Safmon P. Chase 
failed to reach the age of 70. ‘The 


| longevity apparently guaranteed to all 
' who achieve the eminence is shown by 


the fact that the ten chief justices in 
the history of the court have averaged 
14 years in that post. . 

Search of the records discloses that 
the instances also are few of assoe- 
ciate justices relinquishing their posi- 
tions while their health remained, and

Oliver Wendell Holmes, ae 8S, the 


oldest man ever to sit on the supreme 
bench, has 27 years of service in the 
federal judiciary to his credit, all spent 
on the highest court. For 20 years 
prior to his appointment, he was a 
justice of the Massachusetts supreme 
court, including three years as chief 
justice. . 

Next in point of service is Willis 
Van Devanter, of Cheyenne, Wyo., 
who was 70 years old in April of this 
year. He was appointed judge of the 
eighth federal circuit in 1903, and 
since 1911 has served on the supreme 
court. Justice McReynolds, next in 
seniority, is ineligible for retirement 
despite his 15 years on the supreng 
court, as he is but 67 years old. 


Following him is the third of the 
trio who possesses the requisites to a 
lifetime vacation at $20,000 annually, 
Louis D. Brandeis. Like Holmes, a 
Bay Stater, he is xoted for his asso- 
ciation with that jurist in numerous 
importani dissenting opinions.

| COTTON FUTURES 
BILL 1S LAUDED 


The effect of the bill, recently pass- 
ed legalizing dealing in cotton futures 
and establishment of delivery points is 
embraced by a statement, issued by 
Fenner and Beane, given below: 


“The governor of Georgia has just 
signed a legislative act legalizing, and 
regulating the buying and selling for 
future delivery of commodities, thus 
placing Georgia among all other states 
except North Carolina, in the matter 
of intelligent market trading laws. 

“Twenty-five years ago the Georgia 
legislature desired to put ont of busi- 
ness the horde of bucket shops then 
operating in the state. Leaders in 
the legislature had no desire or in- 
tention of harming or handicapping 
legitimate business, 

“But at that time there was no 
one in the legislature who understood 
the modern market for commodities 
well enough to distinguish between 
speculative buying and selling as a ba- 
sis for necessary hedge trading, and 
bucket shop gambling. Competent 
authorities were not consulted. 

“The result was a legislative act 
which prohibited bucket shops anid 
also attempted to prohibit the buying 
and selling for future delivery of cot- 
ton, grain, etc. 

“Thereafter the cotton business of 
the state was carried on under & 
cloud. Georgia is an extensive pro- 
ducer of cotton. Large handlers of 
cotton experienced no difficulty in 
their interstate hedging operations. 
But small dealers, farmers, local 
banks, ete., were considerably handi- 
capped at times. Legitimate broker- 
age houses were harassed no little. 

“Several years ago Fenner’ and 
Beane undertook to test the law and 
clear up the situation. The case was 
carriedto the supreme court of the 
United States. Then to the district 
courts in Georgia, and finally to the 
Georgia supreme court. The lower 
Georgia court found Fenner and 
Beane’s representative guilty of hav- 
ing bought and sold cotton for future 
delivery for the account of a client, 
and imposed an unbelievable penalty 
—$1,000 fine and one year on the 
county chain gang! 

“The supreme court reversed this 
decision by declarinz null, void, un- 
constitutional, and contrary to pub- 
! lie policy that portion of the law 
which sought to prohibit the legiti- 
mate purchase and sale of commodi- 
ties for future delivery. 

“The sifte has now adopted a mod- 
ern. intelligent law legalizing legiti- 
mate transactions of this character. 
The new law 
eral laws on the subject, and is’ in 
line with the wholesome laws __fre- 
cently adopted ov Mississippi, South 
Carolina and Arkansas. 

“While North Carolina retains its 
old and foolish law, the act was so 
poorly drawn «s to render it legally 
ineffective. But retaining it, North 
Carolina now stands in a class wholly 
by itself.”

CLAIM OF BARLOW 


IS INVESTIGATED 


Secretary Stimson Sends 
Special Envoy to Cuba To 
Investigate Case. 


Washington, August 29.—(/)—The 
case of Joseph E. Barlow, American 
resident of Havana, who is pressing 
property claims amounting to $9,000,- 
QOO against the Cuban government, is 
engaging the active attention of the 
state department. 

Secretary Stimson, who already has 
devoted more personal attention to the 
case than to that of any other Ameri- 
can investor abroad, has sent a spe- 
cial envoy to Cuba to investigate the 
claims, which were pronounced just 
by a senate foreign’ relations sub- 
committee last year after an investi- 
gation. 

Barlow’s release from jail where, 
it was announced in Havana, he was 
sent two days ago on a charge of 
grand larceny, was regarded here as 
alleviating the immediate _ situation, 
but pressure for a settlement of the 
case is expected to continue unabated. 

Before learning of his release Chair- 
man Borah. of the foreign relations 
committee, sent a request to the state 
department that it intercede, and the 
secretary instructed Charles B. Curtis, 
charge d’affaires in Havana, to inves- 
tigate allegations that the arrest was 
made on false charges. Jose T. Baron, 
charge d'affaires at the Cuban embassy, 
meanwhile, said Barlow had been ar- 
rested in connection with a_ private 


civil suit in which the Cuban govern-
